WINNIPEG (CP)—The coun -| 
cil of the Winnipeg Grain Ex-. 
change notified members of the 
exchange that regulations govern¬ 
ing minimum margin require 
ments in the buying or selling of 
wheat have been rescinded. 

The lifting of the minimum re 
quirement marked the end of a 
new chapter Ijrthe history of the ; 
Winnipeg wheat market. 

On September 7 a regulation 
was issued which required that 
“until further notice, every mem I 
her buying or selling wheat fu¬ 
tures for the account of members 
or non members shall require a 
minimum margin of 30 cents per 
bushel, to be deposited unless 
such future transactions are for 
the purpqse of hedging or sales 
or grain products.” 

Before this order was Issued 
members had been allowed to 
use their own discretion as to the 
extent of ^margin required from 
their clients. 

Since then the minimum re 
quirement has. been reduced by 
two successive orders, first to a 
20 -eent minimum and then to a 
limit of 10 cents on every bushel 
of wheat.
